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Nixon Too III to Testify 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former President Richard 
M. Nixon is too ill to testify now in the Watergate 
cover-up trial either in Washington or in California, a 
panel of doctors told the trial judge Friday. 
The three court-appointed doctors said Nixon should 
not even be questioned at his 'home for five weeks. It 
will be 11 weeks or more, they said, before he is suf­ 
ficiently recovered from the Oct. 29 operation on his 
left leg to travel to Washington "without excessive 
risk." 


The report confronted U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica with a major problem, since estimates are that 
the trial may be over by Christmas or soon after. 
Sirica gave no hint Friday of what he will do. He has 
the option of dismissing, a subpoena demanding 
Nixon's testimony or somehow 'delaying 'the end of the 
trial. Lawyers said the matter will be discussed next 
week. 
A defense source indicated there may be a request 
next week that the judge send the jury home a few days 


before Christmas and reconvene the trial in early 
January after a deposition is taken or Nixon's 
questions and answers are recorded on videotape 
It was considered unlikely that Sirica would adopt 
such a course since the jury has been sequestered — 
■separated from family and news accounts — since Oct. 
11. ,

Nixon Too III to Testify Explosions

H.R. Haldeman testified that he doesn't recall White 
House counsel John W Dean III telling him about 
meetings at which G. Gordon Liddy's political 
espionage plans were discussed; that he never ordered 
an end to an FBI investigation into aspects of 
Watergate; that he never knew funds being raised for 
the defendants were to buy silence, and that be first 
learned of E. Howard Hunt's money demands at a 
meeting with Dean and Nixon on March 21, 1973. 
Haldeman, who had served in the Nixon White House 
as chief of staff and as a long-time Nixon campaign 
aide before that, was a relaxed witness. He seemed 
eager to give full and dear responses to questions put 
by his lawyer, 73-year-old John J. Wilson'. 
His testimony differed markedly from that of Dean 
and deputy re-election campaign director Jeb Stuart 
Magruder on a number of key poinvs. 
Haldeman said not until early April 1973 did he learn 
of "charges and suggestions that Magruder had 
testified falsely to the grand jury or at the original 
Watergate trial." 
He said that he didn't learn of White House 
involvement in the cover-up until Dean's conversation 
with Nixon on March 21. At day's end, Haldeman was 
still being examined and will return to the witness 
stand on Monday. 
Nixon had been subpoenaed by John D. Ehrlichman, 
one of the five defendants in the Watergate cover-up 
trial, and his testimony was also 'sought by some of the 
other defendants, including Haldeman, John N. Mit­ 
chell, Robert C. Mardian and Kenneth W. Parkinson. 
The physicians' panel, headed by Charles A. Huf- 
ti a gel, 
a cardiovascular surgeon at Georgetown 
University Hospital, examined Nixon at his home in 
San Clemente, Calif., last Monday. 
Without going into the medical reasons for their 
unanimous opinion, the three doctors on the panel said: 
— "M r. Nixon is not presently able to travel to 
Washington, D.C. to testify." 
— They can't predict when he could make such a 
trip, but if there are no further complications they 
estimate it "should be possible by Feb. 16, 1975." 
— Nixon isn't able to testify near his home. 
— Without further complications he may be able to 
testify in a courtroom near his home by Feb. 2. 
— Nixon is not well enough to give a deposition — a 
sworn question-and-answer statement. 
— Without further complications "we would 
estimate that he should be able to give a deposition in 
his home by Jan. 6." 
And such a deposition, the doctors said, should be 
taken "in no more than'two daily sessions of no longer 
than one hour each" with adequate rest between 
sessions.

Two of the nation's largest supermarket 
chains announced plans Friday for tem­ 
porary price freezes that will affect about 
10 per cent of the products they sell. Some 
other retailers said there were better ways 
of saving consumers money. 
The price-freeze announcements came 
from A&P - the Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Co. Inc. — and the Kroger Co 
Spokesmen for Safeway, the third of the 
big-three chains in terms of sales, were not 
available for comment because of the 
post-Thanksgiving holiday. 
An A&P spokesman in New York said 
the chain would freeze prices on about 
1,000 private-label brand items, including 
bread, cheese, coffee, tuna, pasta produc­ 
ts, canned fruits and vegetables .and frozen 
foods until at least Jan. 1. 
In addition, the store said that starting 
Monday it will institute an “'Early War­ 
ning System" at stores across the nation, 
posting a weekly list of increases on all 
items, seven days before the prices are 
actually changed. 
James P. Herring, president of the 
Kroger Co., which has outlets in 20 states, 
said in Cincinnati, Ohio, that his store's 
freeze would extend for two months, star­ 
ting Dec. 1 and 'would cover 1,100 
brand-name and private-label items, 
including spaghetti, cereals, vegetables, 
snacks and paper' and household goods, 
but not fresh meat or sugar. 
Herring said the plan had been tested in 
Texas, St. Louis and Cleveland, Ohio... 
Under questioning. Herring said Kroger 
did not intend “to play a game with the 
consumers" and said the store would not 
raise prices of other items to make up for 
losses incurred because of the freeze. 
'The average supermarket carries 
anywhere from 8,000 to 10.000 different 
products. Industry profits currently are 
averaging about .56 cents for every $1 of 
sales, compared to just under half a cent

per $1 of sales last year. 
A spokesman for the Super Market 
Institute, a trade association based in 
Chicago, said similar plans had been tried 
in the past by several other stores. He said 
freezes were possible, particularly on 
private-label brands, because the stores 
“usually have made commitments and 
purchases well in advance" 
Some other retailers were dubious about 
the freeze and warning ideas 
One industry source', who declined to be1 
identified, said there were anywhere from 
800 to 1.000 price changes per week and 
said he doubted that A&P would be able to 
keep up with the fluctuations. 
A spokesman for Jewell Supermarkets 
said the Chicago-based chain tried, a tem­ 
porary freeze last year, but felt consumers 
saved more under another store plan that 
works like this: 
If the store is notified by a wholesaler 
that the price of a product will be going 
down, the marking on products already on 
the shelves is immediately changed to 
reflect the future decrease. At the same 
time, the store does not mark up the price 
of existing items to reflect future 
increases, waiting until the new shipment 
actually arrives before charging the 
higher amount, 
A spokesman for Pathmark Super­ 
markets. an East 'Coast chain, also said his 
company had tried and abandoned the 
freeze idea. “It is an effective thing only 
when 
consumers 
have 
a 
lot 
of 
discretionary income and can afford to 
stockpile," he said, noting that budgets 
today generally are too tight to allow' pur­ 
chases of large amounts. 
He said that instead of an “Early War­ 
ning System," Pathmark puts out what it 
calls “value planners." announcing what 
items will be on sale in future weeks and 
urging consumers to wait to purchase' 
these products.

Mitchell routinely approved 
wiretaps is an issue in a case 
in which wiretap evidence 
was used to indict 10 persoas 
for conspiracy to sell nar­ 
cotics.

1970 indictments on grounds 
that Mitchell did not actually 
sign the wiretap request — 
as required by federal law. 
But Waddy said a secon­

mission to seek wiretap 
orders. 
Mitchell

In the foothills of the Colorado mountains 
nestled a newly-built rock cabin. It was late 
in the afternoon, and the pioneer who had 
built the cabin worked furiously to complete 
the dwelling before1 'dark. When the last 
stone was set, the pioneer stepped back with 
triumphant pride to admire the home that 
had cost him three months hard labor. Then 
he went into prepare supper. A chill night 
air was beginning to seep down the moun­ 
tain, and he lit a fire in the new fireplace. 
M iles away, settlers wondered at a 
deep-red glow which appeared in the sky. 
Hurrying to the scene, they found the new 
rock cabin a burning holocaust. In the 
clearing stood the pioneer, watching in stun­ 
ned disbelief, his face scratched and his 
clothing torn and ha If-burned. Hours after 
the fire had run its course, the cabin con­ 
tinued to glow like a red wound in the night. 
For the rocks used to build the cabin were 
oil shale, and were impregnated, with oil! 
It isn't much use building a house on a 
worthless foundation! The most important 
part of the building is not seen! 'When Sir 
Christopher Wren ran out of money near the 
end of the building of St. Paul s Cathedral 
in London, he found it necessary to make 
the m assive columns mere shells, filled 
with w aste and rubbish. They looked 
imposing enough, but as time passed, the 
walls began to crack and the dome tilted, 
and the sham was exposed! 
Many lives have ended in tragedy like 
that because of faulty foundations! The 
foundation of every man’s life is his charac­ 
ter! He selects his own building materials. 
There is a. sense in which every man has two 
creators. — God and himself! God furnishes 
him with the raw materials and building 
standards. His second creator — himself — 
builds his own character! 
The floors of a building are called 
“stories’* because early European builders 
used to paint stories on the sides of their 
houses Each floor of the house had a dif­ 
ferent story! And the framework of our life 
is made up of bits of character, each one 


telling the story of our life! 
A m an's character is 'ma.de1 by what h.e ■ 
stands for. and his reputation is made by 
what he falls for! Some men may have 
character, but they keep changing it every 
day! In fact, the only thing some people 
have is character. Their life has a good 
foundation, but there is nothing else in it' 
Some men. are more interested in, improving 
their portraits than their characters! 
A tourist in Greece asked an old native, 
“how did you attain so old and so happy a 
life0** The native replied: “You see also the 
fine trees and orchards I possess. Well. I 
have them, because1 I planted, them, as a 
young man.* So in youth I laid the foun­ 
dations of my life. I did not wait until I was 
old to begin to build for this day! “ 
You can mold a manner, but you must 
build a character! There can be no harvest 
of happiness if there has been no seed-time 
of character! It is easier and better to build 
boys than to repair men! A pat on the back 
develops character, if administered young 
enough, often, enough, .and low enough. No 
man ever got lost on a straight road! 
In the sum m er of 1875 a train on the Car- 
bondale division of the Erie Railroad 
approached, a curve in. the newly-construc­ 
ted road-bed. Suddenly an alert engineer 
gasped and brought his train screeching to a 
halt only inches away from death! Directly 
in front of him a quarter-of-a-mile stretch of 
roadbed and track had vanished overnight ! 
In its place was a great quagmire. 
D uring the next three months ten 
thousand carloads of gravel and five hun­ 
dred hemlock trees were thrown into this 
pit. One hundred, and sixty feet 'below the 
surface they found solid rock and made a 
foundation by driving four piles, each forty 
feet long, one on top of the other. It. took 1500 
trees and a mountain of gravel to make a 
solid foundation! 
Neither a building nor a life can stand 
without a firm foundation! And no man can 
live with his head in the clouds without 
having his feet on the ground!

By LARRY MARGASAK 
Associated Press Writer 
With sugar prices 
sky-rocketing, sweet-toothed 
Americans will be paying 
more and often getting less 
for their candy purchases 
next year. 
Industry officials said 
10-cent candy bars are 
disappearing, with prices in 
1975 going to 15 or 20 cents, 
depending on the manufac­ 
turer. 
Some 
companies, 
in 
addition to raising prices, 
will cut weights of candy 
bars. 
The major culprit, is sugar 
prices, but even before they 
shot up over the past year 
the industry was plagued 
with the high cost, of cocoa, 
beans. 
A spokesman for Hershey 
Foods Corp said that a year 
ago the candy .industry was 
paying 10 and 11 cents a 
pound for refined sugar. The 
price now has zoomed to 
over 60 cents a pound. 
Cocoa 'beans cost slightly 
more than SI a pound com­ 
pared to 26 cents in 1971. 
when prices started rising. 
These 
individua.! 
ingredient costs have led the 
Chocolate 
Manufacturers' 
Association in McLean. Va . 
to predict a drop in. produc­ 
tion next year. Chocolate 
candy plants should grind 
220.000 to 225.000 tons of 
cocoa beans in 1975. com­ 
pared to 235,000 to 240.000 
this year. 
The high costs also mean 
consumer price increases.

Opposition 
Expected 
In Zoning

Mercury Staff Writer 
Hearings on three zoning requests — all 
three of which will be opposed by the Pott- 
stown borough solicitor under instructions 
from Pottstown Borough Council — will 'be 
aired6:30p.m. Thursday, Dec. 12. 
And two of the persons making the 
requests, members of borough council 
previously were told, have already been 
doing what they are requesting approval for 
without ever contacting the Pottstown 
Zoning Hearing Board. 
Those two applicants — for special excep­ 
tions and variances to the zoning; code — 
were caught in violation of the borough’s 
zoning code, council was told, and only then 
submitted their requests to the zoning 
board. 
Partially on that basis, and partially on 
the basis granting of approval would defeat 
the purpose of the borough's zoning ordinan­ 
ce, members of council directed Borough 
Solicitor Ronald H. Reynier to appear 
before the zoning 'board .and oppose gran­ 


ting the special exceptions and variance. 
The request council is opposing which 
w asn’t 
in 
operation beforehand is 
something the borough, thus far, has 
managed to keep from, within its borders. 
It is a mobile home park. 
Making the application to establish the 
1 mobile home park at Prince and H streets is 
Jacob M. Scholl, North Coventry builder. 
Scholl applied for permission from the 
zoning board to establish a mobile home 
park consisting of 10 units at that location. 
Either Reynier or .Assistant Borough 
Solicitor John Koury will be at the Dec. 12 
meeting to oppose granting permission. 
Koury normally is the solicitor for the 
zoning board, but his duties for borough 
council come first. Regardless whether he 
or Reynier are there to oppose the request, 
another Pottstown lawyer, with no connec­ 
tion to borough government, will be 
retained to represent the zoning board. 
Anthony P. Giangiacomo, 41 Beech St.. 
owner of rental properties at 17 and 19 N. 
Washington St., was in. the process of 


enlarging his holdings by two apartment 
units when visited by Carroll L. Mattingly, 
Pottstown’s director of inspections. 
Mattingly ordered him to stop and infor­ 
med him a permit must be obtained 'before 
the project could-continue. 
M oreover, Mattingly said, since the 
borough’s zoning code made no provision 
for an expansion of Giangiaeomo’s nature, 
he would have to go before the zoning board 
for permission. 
Specifically, the property owner needs a 
special exception to add the two apartments 
to the structure and another' special excep­ 
tion to waive the requirement he provides 
an additional three off-street parking 
spaces for the two new units. 
Members of borough council decided that 
section of Washington Street is much too 
congested for additional dwelling units and 
the parked cars they would generate, and 
instructed the solicitor to oppose the 
application. 
Thomas Lord, Pottstown contractor and 
owner of a number of rental units, is .seeking 


two special exceptions to the zoning code for 
creation of a rooming house at 547 High St. 
The application was filed by Lord after 
M attingly learned Lord converted the 
property into a rooming house from, what 
had been a combination office-apartment 
building. 


Mattingly informed Lord that in the event 
he continued renting the 10 rooms without 
seeking the special exceptions, he would file 
charges against him for violation of the 
zoning ordinance . 
'Lord needs a special, exception, for conver­ 
sion. of the building into 10 individual rooms 
and another special exception so he won't 
have to provide off-street parking spaces 
for each of the rooms 


In ail cases, members of borough council 
indicated that although they were upset 
over Lord and Giangiacomo ignoring the 
zoning law. they were more interested in 
congestion and stated that was the reason 
for oppsomg all requests from the zoning 
board.

Another legal brief has 
been, filed in. the 'Continuing 
flurry of paper surrounding 
the status of the Pottstown 
Roller Mills.

C. Edmund Wells, former 
borough solicitor and attor­ 
ney for owners of the mill, 
filed a brief in Montgomery

value on. the property. • 


Wells action came in the 
aftermath of the redevelop­ 
ment authority’s filing of a 
long list of preliminary' 
objections to a suit filed 
earlier by the Roller Mills, 
seek in g 
to 
force the 
authority to purchase the 
property. 
The Roller Mills property 
is- within the boundaries of 
the South Hanover Street 


Urban. Renewal Project, and, 
according to Wells, was 
originally scheduled to be 
acquired and the buildings 
demolished as part of the 
program. 
In his original suit, Wells 
alleged the forthcoming 
move by the redevelopment 
authority in. acquiring the 
property made it impossible 
for his clients to spend 
money for improvements or 
to find anyone interested in 
purchasing it. 
Moreover, Wells said 
originally, in anticipation of 
the forthcoming acquisition 
of the Roller Mills by the 
authority, his- clients pur­ 
chased other property from 
the authority on which to 
build a new plant, spending 
$24,000 for the tract along 
Industrial Highway adjacent 
to U.S. Axle Co. 
But, Wells alleged, the 
authority has not come 
through with a price suitable 
to his- clients and he suc­ 
ceeded in having the -court 
appoint the jury of view to' 
set a price.

Wells noted the authority’s 
list of objections refer to fac­ 
ts not appearing in any 
record and they contain 
denials by the authority 
which are not verified, nor 
the' objections signed by an.

ned fruits have more than 
doubled in less than a year. 
The last time prices for 
school lunches were raised 
in the district was in Septem­ 
ber, 1973, when meals for 
elementary school students 
went from 40 to 45 cents and 
from 45 to 5© cents for junior 
and senior high pupils. 
Since that time, Moyer 
said the district has been 
able to hold the line on price 
increases. But because of 
spiraling food costs, this 
may change. 
A re-evaluation of lunch 
fees will be made sometime 
in. December and, -although, 
he 1 wouldn’t specualte on 
whether or not prices will 
definitely rise, Moyer said 
there is a chance some 
increase might have to be 
made. He added, however, 
school officials are working 
to avert a price hike that the 
increase, if any. would be a. 
maximum of 5 cents per lun­ 
ch. 


Moyer said many factors 
are considered in the pricing 
of 
m eals for students. 
Because the district is part 
of the National School Lunch 
Program, federal subsidies 
provide 11 cents for each hot 
lunch which meets govern­ 
ment nutrition standards. 
This funding helps defray 
some of the district's food 
expenses. 


In addition, the govern­ 
ment supplies “surplus com­ 
modities” to different school 
systems at no cost. The type 
of commodity given to a 
school depends on the status 
of 
th e 
food 
market. 
Sometimes, when there is a 
surplus of butter or ground 
meat, quantities of these 
foods will be supplied 


Because food reserves in 
this country have been 
diminishing over the past 
few' years, however, Moyer 
said there has been a 
corresponding decrease in 
the amount of food, given to 
'various schools. 
This fact plus rising food, 
costs make it difficult to hold 
the line, but Moyer was 
optimistic about the fate of 
school lunch prices 


“ We 
a r e 
wor ki ng 
extremely hard to avoid a 
price hike,”' Moyer .said.. 
“One way in which we are 
saving 
on costs is by 
operating a central kitchen 
which prepares all lunches 
for elementary' and inter­ 
m ediate school students. 
The lunches are prepared in 
the morning and brought to 
the schools to be warmed for 
lunch service. 
. “In this way we save on 
the number of kitchen and 
service employes needed by 
the district,” Moyer said.

But there is a 
trend, spearheaded by 'me­ 
morial societies, for simpler 
and less expensive arrange­ 
ments.

involved in the usual funeral 
'serves to trick families into 
ignoring the finality of death 
for 
awhile.” 
says 
Jane 
Flanagan, secretary of the 
Pitt sbu rgh 
Memorial 
Society. 
“ But some of our mem­ 
bers don’t believe in people

'hovering a.round a body.. The 
2 _1 ’ 
idea is to simplify it and 
accept death as a part of 
life,” she said. 
The Pittsburgh Memorial 
Society is among 120 such 
groups in the nation and one 
of five in Pennsylvania. The 
other state organizations are 
in Philadelphia. Harrisburg. 
Erie and Bethlehem. 
They are supported by life­ 
time membership fees of 
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about $10 and their stated 
purpose is to make specified' 
pre-arrangements 
with 
funeral establishments for 
streamlined, cheap services. 
The groups will also arrange 
for the donation of body par­ 
ts if members request it. 
According to a pamphlet 
published by the Pittsburgh 
group, the society “recom­ 
mends the utmost in sim­ 
plicity in funeral services." 
which generally means a 
quick disposal of a body 
either by a simple burial or 
cremation. 
cremations are $250-$395 
and 
$300$400 for burials. 
Embalming would only 'be 
perform ed 
if 
legally 
required, such as in a case 
involving a communicable 
disease. 
Any viewing desired would 
be private and only for mem­ 
bers of the family. Services, 
for the deceased would be in 
the form of a memorial, held 
without the presence of the 
'body. 
“ Because it's a touchy 
subject, many people are 
reluctant 
to 
talk 
about 
death." Mrs. Flanagan said. 
“But an elderly woman told 


me the other day that she 
doesn’t want to be1 laid out. 
with everyone looking at her 
nostrils. We feel that fami­ 
lies ought, to talk about, such 


Aside from the services 
the Pittsburgh society per­ 
forms. for its 3.000 members, 
the group also has become 
involved in consumer-orien­ 
ted activities. 
"We started out as a ser­ 
vice cooperative, and as part 
of that we deal with the 
industry. We know there is 
no freedom in the market­ 
place." Mrs Flanagan said. 
“A family can fall victim 
to 
financial 
pressure by 
funeral directors and misin­ 
formation. The more you 
find out the more you feel 
you have to protest," she 
added 
The society has apparen­ 
tly hit home with some of its 
criticisms 
of the funeral 
industry. 
One 
Pitt- 
sburgh-area 
mort.ici.an. 
refers to the group as “gar- 
bagemen." 
Fred Bell, president of the 
Allegheny County Funeral, 
Directors 
Association, 
accused 
the 
society 
of 


provoking a recent pricing 
survey of morticians 'Con­ 
ducted by the society and the 
Alliance 
for 
Consumer 
Protection 
Of 50 Allegheny County 
funeral directors contacted, 
only five responded and one 
of 
those 
would 
provide 
pricing information only if 
his name was not used 
ell said the memorial 
society concocted the survey 
for self-serving purposes. He 
also criticized the group for 
dealing with a handful of 
funeral directors in the area 
who 
provide 
immediate 
disposal 
of 
dead 
human 
bodies, 
“I think this is a concerted 
effort to destroy religious, 
ethnic 
and 
social 
traditions." Bell said.., 
John Ruch. president of 
the Alliance for Consumer 
Protection,, doesn't see it 
that way. He said funerals 
have become much more 
emotional than they need be 
and that morticians have 
encouraged such attitudes 
with profits in mind. 
"People didn't make this 
fuss 100 years ago," Ruch

Bell maintains, however, 
that, there is an aesthetic 
value to funerals. "In the 
past, the undertaker simply 
made a box. dug a hole and 
hauled a 'body. Today a. 
funeral director is involved 
in a larger way. such as in 
grief counseling. 


"A funeral service is an 
important instrument in the 
psvc ho 1 ogica I reha bi I it at ion 
of a bereaved family and 
none of these things can 
have 
dollars 
and 
cents 
figures assigned to them." 
'Bell said. 


As to the presumed over­ 
spending because of grief, or 
guilt, at the time of ber­ 
eavement. Bell said "What­ 
ever value we put on the life 
of a brother or a neighbor 
will carry over to their 
arrangements in dying. "

New— but Very Old— Power Source 
U.S. Pumps Money into Energy Research 


WASHINGTON <AP) - 
The federal government is 
getting serious about the 
windmills as it pumps more 
money into the development 
of new designs for the 
ancient energy source1. 
For centuries of European 
and Asian civilization, wind­ 
mills ground grain, drove 
ships and pumped water 
But 
their 
importance 
declined with the discovery 
of oil and the invention of the 
steam engine. In this coun­ 
try they have been used on 
individual farms to pump 
water and drive electric 
generators. 
Now, with world energy 
supplies growing scarcer 
and costs soaring, the wind­ 
mill has acquired a new 
appeal as a clean, limitless 
source of power. 
The 
National 
Science 
Foundation and National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration this 'week 
awarded $500,000 contracts 
to two industrial firms for 
preliminary design of very 
large wind energy systems. 
The contractors. General 
Electric Co. Space Division 


and 
Kaman 
Aerospace 
Corp.. will examine modem 
versions of windmills at 
sizes that generate 100 
kilowatts for use by small 
communities 
or 
farm 
cooperatives to 3 megawatts 
for possible connection into 
the power networks of large 
utility companies. 
A 3 megawatt windmill 
would be the largest ever 
built. Its rotor blades would 
'be about 200 feet in diameter 
and each windmill could 
produce enough electricity 
to supply 100 to 200 homes. 
NASA reported. 
The foundation plans to 
invest $30 million in wind 
energy research projects in 
the next five years and 
already has invested nearly 
$1 million in construction of 
a 100 kilowatt windmill near 
sandusky. Ohio. 
The Ohio windmill, to be 
completed next July, will 
stand 160 feet tall and its 
120-foot diameter blades are 
intended to catch the wind 
and convert it to enough 
power to run 10 homes. 
That project and the 
newest studies are being 


managed for the foundation 
by NASA’s Lewis Research 
Center. Cleveland 
Other wind energy projec­ 
ts sponsored by the foun­ 
dation include research on 
the wind itself, methods of 
harnessing wind energy, 
small systems for remote 
areas, and the assessment of 
environmental, legal, social, 
economic and other issues 
regarding wind power.

regularly with sufficient 
velocity. 
In another recent develop­ 
ment. Honolulu has said it is 
the first American city to 
pay for a study of the 


feasibility of building wind­ 
mills. 
Donald Grace of the 
University of Hawaii Center 
for Engineering Research. 
which is conducting the 
study. 
sa i d 
pre'li minary 
investigation indicates that 
a windmill, which costs 
about $50.000. would pay for 
itself within seven years and 
could last up to 50 years. 
He said it takes about 
$7.000 a year to buy enough 
fuel to produce the same1 
amount of energy as one 
windmill. 
University 
researchers 
monitored wind speeds on 
several Hawaiian mountain 
peaks and found several 
where speeds reached an 
average of 20 to 30 miles an 
hour. Ten m.p.h is the 
minimum needed. 
Earlier this year. Prof 
William E. Heronomus. a 
civil engineer at the Univer­ 
sity of Massachusetts in 
.Amherst. 
proposed 
an 
ambitious scheme to supply 
all of New England's elec­ 
tricity with a network of 
giant windmills anchored 
offshore in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 


He said 14,700 windmills 
located 12 to 200 miles off­ 
shore would generate 159 
billion kilowatt hours of elec­ 
tricity a year — four times 
as much as the six New;' 
England states used last 
year. And the load could be 
easily doubled, he said. 
Among 
technological 
problems that would have to 
be sol ved, he said, are desig­ 
ning large propellers that 
'would turn easily and 
withstand hurricanes. 
William Irving, director of 
research and environmental 
affairs for Boston Edison. 
said another problem is 
what to do when the wind is 
calm. 
“We couldn't see a utility 
putting all those millions of 
dollars offshore and then 
depending heavily on it." 
Irving said. "W e’d have tc 
have some kind of backup." 
He 
said 
utilities are 
studying the uses of wind as 
a source of electricity in the 
future. But right now they 
are going ahead with a 
program to build nuclear 
power plants. 


Balancing Soviet Visit

Narclerode's Patience Rewarded With Title, Coach of Year

Charles Kenneth Harcterode first appeared on the 
Pottsgrove horizon in 1960, 'hauling behind him a truck 
load of perseverance, a locker room full of patience, 
and a lifetime of diligence. 


He came from Bridge­ 
port to teach wood shop 
and to coach football at 
Pottsgrove, 
and 
he 
would need those spe­ 
cial qualities. 
He 
applied 
diligence 
to his wood 
working, 
patience to his football, 
it took diligence to con­ 
struct the furniture that 
now fills his home.

It won eight league 
games in the next six years, cringing through three 
winless Ches-Mont campaigns. 
The Ches-Mont was not a windfall for the Falcons, it 
was a torture chamber. Ken Harclerode gritted his 
teeth, and endured. 
Today, he can look back on it all and smile. Even 
laugh. Today, Ken Harclerode is at the other end of the 
spectrum, a great accomplishment achieved through a 
particularly outstanding group of athletes. 
He is coach of the year in the Ches-Mont, and his 
Falcons are co-champions. 
Harclerode did not suddenly discover the fountain of 
victory, come up with a new formula or design a new 
philosophy. He is basically the same coach he's always 
been. Knowledgeable, patient, fair. 


Jim Basile remembers how it was to play for Ken 
Harclerode back in the Inter-County days. He coaches 


the linemen under Harclerode now. Then he was an 
offensive guard, middle guard on the first of the title 
teams. 
"When I played under him, 'the' ballplayers felt he 
was something special," Basile said. "As a junior high 
student, I remember being scared to death of him. 
Then my respect for him just grew and grew." 
Basile is in his fifth year as a varsity assistant. He 
has seen plenty of heartache, the suffering. 
"It takes a he I uva lot of patience to go through 
something like those last nine years," Basile said. 
"The thing I think that got' him through it all was that 
even with the worst bal I dubs, we always had groat 
kids to work with, kids who wouldn't quit."

was

underdog when he beat Baer 
at the Long Island Bowl June 
13, 1935. Just two years 
earlier, Braddock., his ring 
carter at an apparent end. 
was working at odd jobs on 
the New Jersey docks to sup­ 
port his family. 
Braddock lost the title in 
his first defense, suffering 
an eighth-round knockout to 
Joe Louis in Chicago on June 
22. 
1937. 
However, 
the 
32-year-old Braddock 
brought a Comiskey Park 
crowd to its feet by knocking 
the 23-year-old Louis down in 
the first round* 
He fought only once .after 
losing to Louis.and retired, in. 
1938'. In 1964. 'lie was elected, 
to the Boxing Hall of Fame. 
Braddock. "s boxing career 
started downhill when he 
was easily outpointed in 15 
rounds by light heavyweight 
champion Tommy Loughran 
June 18, 1929. Over the next 
few years Braddock lost to 
several mediocre fighters 
and then in 1933 he broke his 
right hand ágainst Abe Feld­ 
man. 
Business reverses wiped 
out his ring earnings and he 
looked for work on the docks 
to support his wife, Mae. and 
three children. At one point, 
he had to accept $310 relief 
money.

Confused With Mercury 


By Norman M. Davis 
Our fifth major type of 
dime is the Winged-Head 
Liberty, or WHL, dime of 
191645. This is the coin 
many people call the * Mer­ 
cury” dime. 
Designer Adolph A Wein­ 
man drew a beautiful Liber­ 
ty head facing left for this lit­ 
tle 
coin’s 
obverse 
Miss 
Liberty wears a liberty cap 
to which Weinman added 
wings 
that 
symbolize 
freedom, of thought. 
This 
design 
reminded 
many people of Mercury , the 
Romans’ 
version 
of the 
Greek 
god 
Hermes, 
messenger of the gods Mer­ 
cury wore winged sandals 
and a winged cap, so you can 
see why so many people

cutoff line. 
The reverse features a 
fasces. This bundle of rods, 
tied around an axe, was 
carried by Roman officials 
called lictors.

What's New in Books 


Jerald terHorst Writes 
Timely Study of Ford 


G E R A L D FORD AND 
THE FU TU RE OF THE 
PRESIDENCY. By Jerald 
F. terHorst. The Third 
Press. 240 pages. S9.95. 
This is a timely and 
valuable study of the per­ 
sonality. predilections and 
political philosophy of 
Gerald Ford. It is par­ 
ticularly timely in view of 
the continuing development 
of new American relation­ 
ships with the Communist 
world The Ford background 
suggests he'll have his own 
specific impact in that 
respect. 
Jerald F. ter Horst's work­ 
manlike biography of the 
new President pictures him 
as only recently dubious 
about and mistrustful of both 
the Russians and Chinese, 
despite his support of his 
p red ecesso r's detente 


In that respect as well as 
in others, the terHorst 
biographi raises intriguing 
questions, generated by the 
sort of journalistic integrity 
that moved terHorst to quit 
as the new President's 
secretary because of Ford's 
pardon of his predecessor. 
Richard M Nixon. 
TerHorst knew his subject 
for many years and his basic 
liking for Ford the man 
comes through clearly, but 
this doesn't deter him from 
making sharply critical 
judgments. 
A picture emerges of Ford 
as a one-time Republican 
rebel, an internationalist 
who ousted an isolationist 
incumbent in the 1948 House 
race and then applied his 
abundance of energy and 
zeal for his job so earnestly 
that he won the reputation of 
being the Congressman s 
Congressman. 
But Gerry Ford in the 
House was no rebel. .As 
Minority Leader he hewed to 
the party line, piling up a 
consistently con servative 
voting record, tending to 
favor the status quo and 
reject liberalism. 
Ford attacked President 
Lyndon Johnson on Yiet- 
n a m . b u t 
with a 
far-from-dovish stance 
Rather, he was the old 
school Cold Warrior 
inveighing against a "no-win 
policy." 
The author sees Ford as 
having been politically faith­ 
ful to a fault, one whose 
• loyalty to the Nixon 
presidency would seem to 
transcend all other con­ 


ste rat ions." Ford's support 
of the Republican 
administration's policy in 
Indochina "did little to 
project Ford's image among 
young people and the nation 
at large as anything but a 
*kneejerk' supporter of 
Richard Nixon." writes 
terHorst.

The Working Wmiimi: 
How She Looks to Five Homan Psychiatrists 


As millions more American women join tfie labor 
market each year, they are subjected to new emotional stresses 
because they work. To learn more about these stresses, we 
asked five prominent woman psychiatrists to discuss them. 


Dr. Natalie Shainess: “Whether a 
married, woman who works has prob­ 
lems about it depends on the kind of 
help she has at home, her attitude to­ 
ward her job, whether or not her hus­ 
band is supportive of her working .and 
how she allocates her time. Many pro­ 
fessional women with small children 
say they have a sense of being pulled 
apart.. One of my patients calls It a 
case of the shoulds’: Should she be 
at work, or should she be with her 
child? This conflict of feeling that she 
should be in two places at once leads to 
a sense of guilt. If she also has a hus­ 
band who is a bit of a male chauvinist 
—that adds more guilt feelings plus a 
tinge of anger. 
“Younger, more militant women 
have decided to ‘get rid of the whole 
bag,’ as they say. They refuse to feel 
guilt. I believe they simply bury it. They 
think, you can dump your children any­ 
where you want—that you don’t have 
to see that your husband has dinner. I 
find that in many young marriages of 
this nature there is a tremendous 
amount of conflict. The 'partners are 
realty two selfish, childlike adults, 
each in his own way. They lack a 
sense of interdependence and re­ 
sponsibility toward each other. 
“A husband’s attitude and his will­ 
ingness to take on some of the respon­ 
sibilities and to share the work load are 
very benign, factors. I think it is im­ 
possible to have a 50-50 division of 
labor. The major portion of child re­ 
sponsibility lies with the mother, bpt in 
many cases, she could, use. more help 
than she gets. During the years of 
childhood children need a consist­ 
ent figure, and it is primarily the 
mother's task to provide this. But it 
is the father's willingness to relieve 


here and there and his sym pathetic 
attitude toward his wife that can 
m ake a great difference and lessen 
her guilt feelings enormously.” 


Dr.. Ruth V. Berney: “1 think what the 
woman in the working world is feeling 
now is not so much guilt as resentment. 
She feels she has a right to do some­ 
thing in. the world—that she: is entitled 
to a bigger part of living than just chil­ 
dren and home and husband. The 
younger women—and this is a genera­ 
tional thing—are angling for a mutual­ 
ity in the working world. 
“Women are now thinking more 
practically about marriage. They know 
it’s one thing to get married in a cloud 
of romance, but they are also talking 
about divorce insurance—something 
to protect them if something goes 
wrong after the clouds blow away. 
'They don’t feel so cowed anymore, I 
think men feel threatened by this.’’ 


Dr. Alexandra Symonds: “Working 
mothers, have special problems. How­ 
ever I feel that a woman who isn’t a 
mother does. too. A man and wife who 
are childless are more dependent on 
each other. Children are often a cat­ 
alyst in a marriage, and some people 


can’t function without the catalyst of a 
child. But the childless couple often 
falls into competition over earning 
capacity, getting ahead, job impor­ 
tance. Usually, the man expects his 
wife to do the housework even though 
they both work the same hours outside 
the home, and most women defer to 
their husbands. A really good mar­ 
riage requires that 'two .people fulfill 
themselves, and sometimes friction 
can develop from this. Women who are 
on an equal professional footing with 
their husbands must be very careful not 
to give up something that is very' pre­ 
cious: their right to equality within the 
home. Because of the way our society 
is structured, there is a great tendency 
for a woman to slip into a routine of 
doing things just because she is the fe­ 
male partner. This can cause a great 
deal of resentment.” 


Dr. Wanda Wiliig: A working woman 
has a definite conflict between her 
job and her family. The more ‘liber­ 
ated’ woman has somewhat less guilt in 
general. But if the children are quite 
young, some feeling of guilt is not ab­ 
normal—or irrational. It depends very 
much on 'the individual woman .and her 
own ability to ignore the guilt 
“As for a single woman, again it de­ 
pends on her life situation. If a girl still 
lives with 'her mother, she might fed 
she should give more time to her 
mother than to her work or her social 
life. A girt who has not overcome her 
fear of her father might find the 
working world harder to cope with. 
It would be difficult for her to, say, su­ 
pervise male employees and exert her 
authority over them. 
“As fov help at home for the working 


mother, I feel that a warm, loving 
grandm other or atint is a much bet­ 
ter choice than a poorly run day­ 
care center. 
“There is definitely a changing atti­ 
tude in women 'today—they are feeling 
more and more that they have a right 
to get out into the working world and 
to ‘get with i t ’ I think, too, that men 
feel less threatened! about their 
wives going back to work than they 
did a generation ago. I know men today 
who still feel very threatened about 
their wives working, but I think this is 
true more in the case of older or mid­ 
dle-aged men.” 


Dr. Sheila Klebanow: “Child-care 
problems cause' the major emotional 
problem for the working mother. There 
is definitely a guilt factor that varies 
greatly from woman to woman. Many 
women can handle 'this—.some women 
make better mothers at least part time. 
However, I don’t routinely recom­ 
mend that women with small chil­ 
dren return to work until the chil­ 
dren are older. 
“I quarrel with Women’s Lib because 
they have lost track of the fact that chil­ 
dren are not robots and because day­ 
care centers are not automatically 
the proper parent surrogate. Another 
child-care solution is Margaret Mead’s 
suggestion, the grandmother — and I 
think it is sad that more mothers and 
mothers-in-law are not called upon 
when they could be so valuable. 
“If a husband feels threatened or 
angry when his wife works, 'this adds to 
her discomfort, too. A woman's emo­ 
tional need to work is as valid as an 
economic need, and a husband should 
not ignore this, need—or he is

he essence of football is its 
violence, its murderous, 
bone-crushing violence. 
"On Sunday it’s like the bull­ 
fights,’’ professional quarterback 
Joe Kapp once said. A physicist 
recently calculated the actual 
force involved in a typical pro 
football collision. He discovered 
that when a 240-pound lineman 
who runs 100 yards in 11 seconds 
meets a 200-pound back who 
travels the 
distance in 10 sec­ 
onds, the kinetic energy which 
results is equal to 66,000 inch- 
pounds—enough, he said, to move 
66,000 pounds, or 33 tons, one 
inch. 
But that omits the human ele­ 
ment—what if the hardest runner 
(say Marvin Hubbard, 225 pounds) 
and the hardest tackier (say 
Willie Lanier, 245 pounds) col­ 
lide? Is that truly akin to the irre­ 
sistible force meeting the immov­ 
able 
object? 
Family 
Weekly’s 
research into the minds and ach­ 
ing bones of their peers says it is. 
and that these two men, Hubbard 
the runner and Lanier the de- 
fenseman, are candidates for the 
game’s mightiest collisions of all. 
This assessment ignores some of 
the game’s finer points, leaving 
the qualities of deftness, elusive­ 
ness, finesse — and yes, even 
speed—for consideration at some 
future date. These are the men 
who can strike terror into even 
the apparently invulnerable heart 
of a professional football player, 
because—in a game where pain 
and a certain amount of cruelty 
are commonplace—they dispense 
and absorb much more than their 
fair share. 
All of our interviews are with 
triple-tough NFL stars who recall 
their most punishing foes and 
their own most punishing mo­ 
ments, 


"You can't worry about who might be 
coming at you. Joe Greene of Pittsburgh 
is probably the most frightening defensive 
tackle in the league in a pass-rush situa­ 
tion. He’s so quick, and gets past the offen­ 
sive line in such a hurry that you swear he 
must have beaten the snap. But if you’re 
going to be a successful quarterback, you 
can't be thinking about Greene or anyone 
else who might be pass-rushing. You have 
to find your receiver and think only about 
throwing the ball. You’re more liable to 
get hurt if you move out of the pocket 
than if you stand in the pocket. At least 
that's been true in my experience. 1 used 
to run with the ball a lot more than 1 do 
now, and those were the times I’d really 
get popped. When I was with the Los 
Angeles Rams for 11 seasons, we usually 
had four different plays on which the 
quarterback might ru n -a rollout either to 
the right or to the left, the quarterback 
sneak, or the option. 
“I gave up running for the most part 
after I got hit in 1968 by Jim Purnell, an 
outside linebacker of the Chicago Bears. 
He got me from the blind side, a little 
above the waist on the left side of my 
body. I was unconscious for about 30 sec-

'“To be a successful 
pass receiver, you have 
to leam to catch and 
hold on to' the ball 
even when you know

will be: trying so hard to catch the ball and 
brace himself for the hit that he gets all jum­ 
bled up and blows the play completely. Either 
he misses the ball or catches it for an instant 
but fumbles it away to the other team.. 
“Jack Tatum of the Oakland Raiders is 
the one free safety in. the league who really 
lets you have his best, shot almost every time.

only in where I hit him. I try to avoid his 
knees. I usually try to grab him around the 
shoulders. Rut if he tried to run, I would have 
to dive for his legs, bad knees or no bad 
knees. If he’s out there playing, it means, he’s 
ready to take the punishment, and. no defend­ 
er should be expected to go easy on him.” 


WILLIE LANIER, 
Kansas City Chiefs’ middle linebacker 


Willie Lanier has been striking tear into 
the hearts of enemy ballcarriers for eight 
seasons. His NFL opponents attest to his 
status 
at 
the 
very 
pinnacle. 


“I know I hit people 
hard, but it’s probably 
not as hard as I could 
hit if the only object 
was hitting hard. I play 
an 
aggressive game, 
but you have to know 
when to limit your ag­ 
gressiveness. Playing a position like middle 
linebacker requires a certain amount of 
toughness and. aggressiveness. You have to be 
a little schizoid to play it well because you 
have to become a little wild and crazy. But 
not too much. 
“I always played a physicaj game. I’m in­ 
tense on the field. Sometimes after a game I 
can’t even remember what I said and did dur­ 
ing the game. But the main thing I worry 
about is being overly aggressive. There’s a 
fine line there. Being too aggressive can hurt 
you and your team as far as penalties are 
concerned, and also the offense can get past 
you if you’re charging too quickly in this di­ 
rection or that direction. If you react too 
quickly, you can get yourself badly out of 
position. 
“The toughest backs I have to cover are the 
quick ones—O. J. Simpson and the others. 
They don’t come directly at you. They look to 
get outside and try to stay away from getting 
hit as long as they can. No one likes to get 
punished, but even these types of backs have

to run inside the guards every so often to es­ 
tablish their team’s running game. 
“With the big backs, it’s different. They 
don’t give you as many moves. It’s a power 
versus power thing. When a. guy like a Larry 
Csonka or a Marv Húbbard comes at me, he’s 
trying to hit me as well as gain yardage. Actu­ 
ally, I prefer it when a guy comes at me. It’s 
much easier to stop him that way. I think I 
have the ability to tackle as well as anybody 
in the NFL. If a guy wants to come toward 
me and get tackled, that’s fine with me. 
“Hubbard is a very hard runner. He’s a 


nice-looking guy, real innocent face and all. 
But nobody comes at you harder than he does. 
He’s an old-fashioned fullback. There’s noth­ 
ing fancy about him. You know he’ll be com­ 
ing right into you with his helmet and you 
have to brace yourself to stop his charge—and 
that's after you’ve handled the guys who 
come out in front to block for him. It’s a 
tough job.” 


JOE GREENE, 
Pittsburgh Steelers’ tackle 


Mammoth (6-foot-4, 270-pound) “Mean 
Joe” Greene, in his sixth season with the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, is regarded as one of 
the most devastating 
defensive linemen in 
the NFL. 


“I don’t like when 
people say I ’m mean. 
Off the field I’m a pret­ 
ty nice guy, a gentle­ 
man really. But when 
people try to make me 
sound like I’m sort of 
a villain, I resent it. I’ve always been big and 
strong, ever since I was a kid. My strength 
and my quickness are my primary assets. But 
that doesn’t mean 1 go around beating up on 
people. 
“During a game I play with everything I’ve 
got. To me there's no such thing as hitting too 
hard. You can't let up your pursuit of a guy 
because he never lets up on you. The guy

coming in my direction knows he’s going 
to get my best shot. But I’m not out to slaugh­ 
ter anybody. I just want to get my hands on 
a quarterback or a running back. But you’ll 
never see me hurt anyone on purpose. I have 
never been a ‘take-no-prisoners’ type of guy 
and I never will be. 
“The opponent I’m mostly interested in is 
the quarterback. He's the brains of the team. 
To me, that quarterback is a mountain. My 
theory is that if you kill the head, the body 
will die. When I can get that quarterback and 
throw him for a loss, I’m on top of the moun­ 
tain. I become king of the mountain. By 
stopping that quarterback I take care of our 
team, make it easier for them to do what they 
have to do. 
My biggest problem the past couple of 
years is trying to play too many guys at a 
time. When a team double-teams me, as they 
always do. I’ve got to concentrate on han­ 
dling both of them. When I do handle them 
both, people accuse me of being extra mean. 
What am I supposed to do—let them through? 
I’d rather be called something other than 
Mean.’ Maybe if I lost 20 pounds and played 
at 250, I’d be called 
‘Lean Joe Greene.’”
